WHO OWNED THE DERBY HAT 


REPORT THAT IT BELONGED IN 
THE HOUSE. 


Statement in James Fosburg’s Testi- 
mony Which the Prosecution Re- 
gard as Especially Damaging 
to the Side of the 
Defense.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 23.—The cli- 
max of the trial of Robert 8. .Fosburg, 
charged with killing his sister May, is ex- 
pected to come when Police Chief Nichol- 
son is placed in the witness chair. Nichol- 
son is the beginning and the end of the 
prosecution of this case. 

No man stands higher in this community 
than he. The chief has no malice in his 
heart, but he scouts the burglar story told 
by the Fosburg family and believes as 
firmly as he believes that he lives that 
Robert Stewart Fosburg killed his sister. 
He is relied upon by the prosecution to 
present such a chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence to the jury as to convince them 
that his theory is fact. 


Who Owned the 
Derby Hat. 

It is said that the commonwealth will call 

Charles Reese, a son-in-law of Mrs. Castle, 


who owns the Fosburg house, and that he 
will swear that the brown derby hat found 
by the bedside of the elder Fosburg was 
left in the house by Reese and belonged to 
him. The supposition has been that it be- 
longed to one of the alleged burglars. 

All the eastern papers have printed 
stories markedly tavorable to young Fos- 
burg and plaved the standing of the family 
s0 prominently that they have worked up 
a sentiment for the young man almost 
overwhelming. To such an extent has this 
gone that the state's attorney told a

Again today the courtroom was crowded 
with prominent society people who are 
spending their summer in the Berkshfre 
nilis. John FE. Parsons, the sugar trust 
lawyer; Gen. Roger A. Pryur of New York, 
Octave Thanet, Miss Kate Carey, the 
noted whip, and many others are seen in 
and about the courthouse. 

In commenting on the timony of 
James Fosburg, attorneys for the prose- 
cution point. out that ite most damaging 
feature to the defense was his admission 
that Robert's wife shrieked to him at 
“Your father has gone crazy.” This, they 
say, clearly denotes that she had heard 
nothing about burg ars being the house. 
Yet, according to Robert's story, he and 
his wife were awakened by hearing burg- 
lars in the house and that they both @.rose 
and that Kobert, in looking for the in- 
truders, found his father grappling with 
one of them. 


James Fosburg’s 
Story of the Tragedy. 

James Fosburga’s story of the tragedy 
was the first public statement of a mem- 
ber of the family of the details of the 
killing of May Fosburg. 

James tee | has an gy Hs air of 
frankness. He is taller than his brother 
Robert, the defendant, and is not quite so 
broad across the shoulders. Like all the 
other Fosburgs, he has the fine, regular 
features of the mother, his voice is deep 
and well modulated. The examination was 
a great trial to him and once or twice 
while talking of his dead sister he had 


dead body of his sister, 


to swallow hard to keep sobs back. 

Never since the trial began has the great 
audience in court had its attention riveted 
in such a breathless way as when this 
witness, in his earnest, unaffected way, 
was telling the story of that awful night 
He told of being aroused soon after falling 
asleep by a terrible shriek and by the 
sound of heavy falls upon the floor, and 
all coming from the room upstairs where 
his father and mother slept; of his leaping 
from bed, turning on an electric light in 
his room and along the halls as he ran fn 
his night clothes in response to the 
agonized screams, of his coming upon the 
lying with her 
feet toward the threshold and stretched 
faceward into her bedroom; of kneeling by 
her side; of his lifting her head and put- 
ting a pillow under it, under the impres- 
sion that she had only fainted: of his 
father and mother coming bleeding and 
disheveled and sinking down by the dead 
girl in their turn; of his brother stag- 
gering into the room an instant after and 
falling with a crash to the floor, his head 
resting, and he unconscious, within a few 
inches of his dead sister; of his own mad 
rush into the night barefooted and partly 
dressed after a doctor, and on his return 
of his brother's rising slowly from the floor 
by the body of the murdered girl and say- 
ing to him the awful “she is gone.” 


Jurors and Spectators 
Deeply Affected. 

During all this testimony there was hard- 
ly so much as the rustling of a sheet of 
paper in all the crowded court. Many la- 
dies had their handkerchiefs to their eyes, 
and for the Fosburgs {t only was another 


of the awful series of ordeals which. for 
some inexcusable reason, this unhappy fam- 
lly has been called upon to endure within 
the past year. Its effect upon them was 
plainiy enough seen tn the haggard lines 
of their faces, as the terrible memories 
were renewed, s0 vividly, and Mrs. Fos. 
burg, the elder, for the second time during 
the trial, put her handkerchief to her eves 
and was shaken with sobs. So far, too, as 
one may judge from appearances. several 
of the jurors were deeply moved, while the 
firm, inscrutable face of Judge Stevens 
himself was not without some faint trace 
#0 some of the spectators thought, of the 
effect of this story of midnight murder and 
horror. 

Judge Roger A. Pryor. 
on the bench with Judge Stevens, and who. 
by the way, was present all day at the 
trial, leaned forward, looking at the wit- 
ness with an intensity of interest which 
his strongly marked face revealed to a 
striking degree. There was in the very 
simplicity of young Fosburg’s narrative, tn 
its entire freedom of all effect, force which 
gave it tremendous weight. 

At one point In Mr. Fosburg’s testimony 
there was for the first aad only time dur- 
ing .the day the ripple of laughter in the 
courtroom. A very positive and circum- 
stantial police officer witness, George 
Chapman, had preceded him on the stand 
and had been very minutely examined as 
to the dress of the family when he arrived 
at the house. He had dwelt upon the fact 
that James, of all the mempers of the fam- 
ily, was the only one who was not fully 
dressed. James, he said, was barefooted 
and had on only a shirt and pair of trous- 
ers. Mr. Chapman, being a detective and 
given to Sherlock Holmes’ minuteness of 
observation, laid special etress on the 
trousers feature of Mr. Fosbure'’s attire 
by saying that he observed that the young 
man did not have his suspenders over his 
shoulders, but that they hu down loose 
at his hips.

near here. A number of ties and 
numerous heavy pieces of iron were dis- 
covered on the track at a point just south 


of Murphyobor by a farmer, who was going 
home. 

While examining the obstruction on the 
track he was struck in the face by some 
one, who suddenly appeared from the dark- 
neas. He was struck the second time and 
the farmer then drew a knife and stabbed 
the fellow, who evidently was one of the 
wreckers. The stabbed man rolled down a 
steep embankment and called to his com- 
panions. Four men jumped from a dark 
spot near and started for the farmer, who 
stabbed one of their number and then ran 
for his life toward this city. He was_.pur- 
sued, but only for a few hundred yards. 

He hastened to Sheriff Fox's office and 
soon a posse was in the fields and woods 
near the scene of the planned wreck. It is 
thought the stabbed man was so badly 
hurt that his capture will be effected.

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 23.—According to 
the best of information that can be obtained 
here today at the government station the 
drouth still prevails and is growing more 
Serious each day. The extent of the dam- 
age has been underestimated rather than 
exaggerated. The increased heat of the 
last few days has blasted the last hopes 
for late crops and desperate and costly ef- 
forts are being made to keep live stock 
from perishing. 

The rains which fell during the last 24 
hours weretoo trivial to be of general good 
A prolonged heavy rain must fal! through- 
Out the entire state to be of any avail as 
the furious heat of the sun requires but a 
few hours to dry the scil even after a fal! 
of two inches. Dr. H. J. Waters, dean of 
the Missouri Agricultural Collegs, says 
that the situation is perhaps even worse 
than has been’ genera!!y reported. 

“The only encouraging statement that I 
can make,"’ said Weather Observer Hackett 
of the Missouri station, “is that the hot 
winds which caused so much suffering dur- 
ing previous stages of the drouth are now 
not so intense. The breezes are cooler and 
more benelicial. 

“No reports of the rainfalls last night 


have yet been received by the station here, 
but the authorities feel safe in ssying that 
but littie if any general good has been 
done. The drouth in Misouri has certainly 
not been broken. The situation in this vi- 
cinity is more discouraging today than at 
any time since the drouth began. Even the 
insects have been kilied or driven away by 
the smotiiering heat and there is at feast 
Some cause for gratitude in this regard. 
Trees are dying and even weeds are witb- 
ered to the stem. Lut little work is being 
done and business is very dull. The heat 
is increasing one or two degrees each day.

IT PROBABLY WILL HAUL ONLY 
FREIGHT HEREAFTER. 


Will Carry 


All Passenger Traffic Will Go Over the 
Suburban Road—Gauge of the 
Abandoned Line to be 
Narrowed. 


The Day Electric Line between Belle- 
ville and East St. Louis, owned by the 
Belleville & St. Louis Traction Co., has 
been abandoned and will not be used again 
for passenger traffic. 

All cars were taken off the line Monday 


and instead were run over the tracks of 
the Suburban road, owned by the same 
company, which runs along the Rock road. 


It is understood that the gauge of the 
tracks of the Day line is to be reduced 
and the road is to be converted into a 
freight line. 

It has been the expectation for some time 
that this would eventually be done. The 
company, since it came under the present 
management, has been steadily making 
preparations to eng ._~ in freight handling 
on a larger scale. he extensions to ad- 
joining towns in St. Claer and other coun- 
ties have been planned with the iiutention of 
carrying freight. A large tract of land 
between the two belt lines, in Winstan- 
ley Park, has been purchased for terminals. 
The Day line runs directly to this tract. 
Within a few days work has been begun 
on the sinking of a mine shaft at Iiarmony 
Station on the Day line. It has been un- 
derstood that it is the purpose to handle 
the output of that mine over the electric 
line. 

It is announced that, in addition to re- 
ducing the gauge to the standard, a steel 
bridge will be put in where the track 
crosses the Southern Railway, the grades 
will _ reduced and the curves made less 
abrupt, all in rurtherance of the successful 
hand ine of freight. 


Officials 
Are Silent 
Officials of the company will not admit 
that it is the purpose to transform the road 


into a freight line, but no omer construc- 
tion 1s placed on the abandonment of the 
line, so far as passenger traffic is con- 
cerned, by the people of Belleville. 

The reluctance of the officials to admit 
their intentions is thought to be due to the 
fact that there are hindrances in the way 
of the conversion of the road into a froight 
line. It is supposed that one of the objects 
of changing the gauge is to get out from 
under some of the restrictions which are in 
effect against the road as an electric line. 

The Day line was built by a company or- 
ganized by John A. Day of Belleville. From 
the city limits of Belleville to the city limits 
Louis it runs over a private 

The Suburban road was built 
The two roads 


of East Bt. 
right-of-way. 
at about the same time. 
yarallel each other and are only a short 
istance apart. The building of the two 
roads has always been regarded as financial 
folly. It ended in the absorption of the 
Suburban road by the Day people, and final- 
ly in the organization of the Traction Co., 
which is extending lines all over the county.

FAVORS PERMANENT MUSEUM 


CANADA IS INTERESTED IN THE 
WORLD’S FAIR- 


The Louisiana Purchase Boundary 
Question, Long Mooted, Is Attract- 
ing Attention Since President 
Francis’ Letter. 


Director-General William I. Buchanan of 
the Pan-American Exposition continued his 
conference with the press and publicity 
committee of the World’s Fair at head- 
Quarters in the Laclede building. 

He explained the methods by which the 
Buffalo Exposition was advertised and 
made suggestions of improvements based 
upon that experience. He urged upon the 
committee the necessity of utilizing every 
possible means of sending the news of the 
Fair to the world. 

He commended the work already done by 
the committee as indicating that it had 
grasped the advertising idea thoroughly. 

The conference adjourned at noon and 
Mr. Buchanan met Chairman Smith of the 
electrical committee. Their cenference was 
brief and will probably be continued later, 
with the full committee present. 


The Missouri committee continued its de- 
liberations Tuesday. Representatives of 
the Historical Society met with it and 
urged the importance of the collection of 
as many historical documents for the ex- 
hibit as can be found in the state. The 
suggestions of the representatives were re- 
ceived favorably by the commission. 

The commission is still wrestling with 
the permanent building idea, and it will 
probably suspend devision upon this 
proposition until a later meeting. 

It is said that Mr. Buchanan approves the 
permanent building plan. 

President Francis has received a letter 
from Colyer Meriwether of the Southern 
Historical Association, calling his atten- 
tion to an exhaustive paper on the bound- 
aries of the Louisiana Purchase by Prof. 
J. R. Ficklen of Pines University, New 
Orleans, — the soviety will publish 
soon. 

Mr. Meriwether suggests that the histor- 
ical committee of the World's Fair post- 
pone decision on the limits of the Purchase 
until Prof. Ficklen’s paper is placed in the 
hands of its members. 


Canada Is 

Interested. 

Jose de Olivares, representative of the 
World's Fair at Buffalo, reports that in 
terest in the Fair is high in Canada and 


that that country will send a magnificent 
exhibit .to St. Louis. Mr. de Olivares tells 
of an interesting interview he had with 
William A. Burns of Ottawa, secretary of 
the canadian commission to the Pan- 
American Exposition. 

‘“‘Whatever the extent to which Canada 
may be represented,”’ said Mr. Burns, ‘‘she 
will make the display for business reason3, 
and not through a desire to be sociable. 

“Canada is a believer in expositions, and 
she makes it a point that he exhibit at 
each world’s fair shall exceed the preced- 
ing one. Hence, I make the statement that 
Canada will contribute her best to the 
World's Fair in St. Louis.’’ 

Mr. De Olivares has completed an inquiry 
into the exposition now in progress in Sins 
gow, Scotland. He says, in part: 

“IT am surprised to find the event of such 
magnitude as statistics are proving it to 
be. The Canadian commissioners declare it 
to be of far greater relative importance, 
from a nexhibitory and educational view- 
point than the Pan-American Exposition, 
while the bureau of admissions and collec- 
tions of the latter is forced to concede that 
the Glasgow fair is far in the lead in daily 
attendance. 

“The average daily attendance for the 
first month and a half was over 65,000, and 
it is reported that there has been an in- 
crease lately. The exposition contains an 
area of 67 acres and the buildings are 
placed closely together.”’ 


Boundary Dispute 
Attracts Attention. 

The letter of President Francis to For- 
mer Senator Thomas H. Carter, inquirig 
wbout the boundaries of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, is attracting much attention. Wal- 
ter |. Smith, member of Congress from the 
Council Bluffs (lo.) distmct, has sent the 
following in reply: 

‘i notice by the press dispatches that 


rou have addressed a letter to the Hon. 

homas H. Carter, president of the na- 
tional commission, requesting an official 
definition of the boundaries of the Louisl- 
anu Purchase. I also notice that this re- 
quest calls for information as to the north- 
west boundary. 

“At the time of the annexation of Florida 
the United States ceded to Spain so much 
of the present state of Texas as was con- 
tained in the Louisiana Purchase, but lI 
have never been able to find ejther a 
map or a description of the southwest boun- 
dary of the Louisiana Purchase. 

“You wil probably remember that the 
Democratic nations: platform of 13844 de- 
clared for the reoccupation of Oregon and 
the reannexation of Texas, referring to the 
fact that Texas, in whole or in part, was 
a part of the Louisiana Purchase. Wile 
I am aware that the boundaries of these 
early graits were extremely indefinite, 1 
would be glad as a matter of history to 
know where the government claims that 
this southwest boundary was. 

Robert P. Rombauer has suggested the 
following features for the World's Fair to 
President Francis:

The geographical 
societies of the world may secure their rep- 
resent: ition if properly approached. 

“Devote one building exclusively to pub- 
lie education in the Union and abroad, and 
secure through local legislative enactments, 
reports, representations, models, samples, 
with a systemati expose of education in 
each country. and with a comprehensive 
explanatory index in the English language. 

“Secure a set of valuable public docu- 
ments from the federal and state, as well 
as from foreign governments, which In 
most instances, can be had for the proper 
asking, all these to be subsequently part 
of the permanert museum library.

TO QUELL MOSQUITO PEST 


New York Health Officer Will Try a 
Series of Experiments on 
Staten Island. 


WNEW YORK, July 23.—The health officer 
of the port, Dr. Doty, has decided to take 


hold of the mosquito qaestion In Staten 
Jeland, and attempt the extermination of 
the pests. A part of the island adjacent tu 
the quarantine station nas eet. selected 
for ‘he test. Dr. Doty says: 

‘. # have been at work for the last year 
in our laboratory on the mosquito larvae, 
in order to determine bacieriologically what 
can be done. First to determine if the In- 
pect produces malaria; second, of 80, can 
malaria be prevented by the extermination 
of the mosquito and its larvae. The test I 
have determined to make wil! be applied to 
& part of Btaten Islana adjoining our sta- 
tion and oppostie to the Quarantine Ielan4s, 
in extent about three miles by one Saw 
one-haif mites. 

The boundaries of this dAlstrict, New 
Dorp Lane, Richmond road, Vanderblit ave- 
nue and New York bay. All the swamps, 
ponds, marshes and wet places will be in- 
Spected by men from our laboratory, to test 
where the possible breeding places are sit- 
uated.

BACK AT WORK 


Strike Settled at Conference 
Monday Night. 


MOST OF DEMANDS GRANTED 


DUNLOP AND M’CHESNEY sIGN 
THE AGREEMENT. 


Slight Increase of Wages Among the 
Advantages Obtained—An Under- 
standing Reached on All 
Points at Issue. 


The strike of the yardmen of the Ter- 

minal Railroad Association ended at mid- 
night Monday. 
The day men went to work at 6:30 o’clock 
Tuesday morning and the night force will 
resume work at their wonted time Tuesday 
evening. 

The announcement of the end of the 
strike was made at Druid’s Hall, at Ninth 
and Market streets. 

All but a few of the minor demands of 
the men were granted. The agreement 
signed by the Terminal Association offi- 
cials provides for an hourly instead of a 
monthly scale of wages; helpers to recelve 
25 cents per hour by day, 27 cents at 
night; foremen, 27 cents per hour by day, 
29 cents at night, and a continuation of the 
former 10-hour day system, but with a 
regular time for dinner between 11 and 1 
o'clock, whether by day or night. 

The change on wage systems will make a 
difference of less than $5 per year for each 
man, 

Crews working half nights and half days 
are to be paid night rates, and no crew 
shall be laid off without pay because of ac- 
cident to engines or other matters beyond 
their control. 

he settlement was brought about 
through cares conferences between the Ter- 
minal officials and a committee of three 
representing the Brotherhood of Rallway 
Trainmen, which includes conductors, 
switchmen and brakemen., 

This committee consisted of A. H. Kline, 
Thomas Nestor and C. Calvin. These 
men were chosen by the B. R. T. at the 
Suggestion of Grand Master Lee

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IS FULLY. 
DECIDED. 


President Schaab and Jake Karl of the | 
Westerns Worked Successfully at 
the Philadelphia Regatta 


Last Week. 


The annual regatta of the National As- 
sociation of Amateur Oarsmen of America 
will be held in St. Louls during the World's 
Fair. 

The regatta probably will take place in 
July and ponte in the World's Fair 
grounds, if a body of water sufficiently 
large is provided therein. 

PresidentJohn Schaab and Jacob Karl, 
former president of the Western Rowing 
club, secured the regatta for Bt. uis. 

At Philadelphia last week they secured 
the positive promise of all members of the 
executive committee of the National Asso- 
clation that they would select St. Louls 
as the location of the 1903 regatta. 

There are only twelve members of this 
committee. The twelfth member is now in 
Germany. 

Mr. Karl said to the Post-Dispatch Tues- 
as’: 

“St. Louis will have the big regatta in 
1903. The executive committee of the Na- 
tional Association has give nassurances 
that it will vote for St. Louls when the 
location o fthe annual regatta is decided. 

“The decision is always made in March 
preceding the holding of the regatta. 

“All the members of the executive com- 
mittee said that some wystern city de- 
served a regatta. Sinc ethe regatta was 
held in Detroit 10 years ago, all regattas 
have been held in the east. 

“We experienced no trouble in securing 
the pledges of the executive committee and 
every oarsman that we talked to endorsed 
St. Louis for the regatta of 1903. 

“The formal choice of 4 location for the 
regatta will be made by the executive 
committee in March, 1903. St. Louis will be 
selected, beyond doubt. 


Committee Will Come 


to Select the Course. 

“After ward a committee will be sent 
to St. Louls to select a body of water for 
the regatta. 

“The Mississippi river, Creve Coeur Lake 
and whatever large body of water that may 
be in the World’s Fair grounds will be con- 
sidered. 

“The visiting committee will make & 
choice and fix the date of the regatta, 
which, heretofore, has been held usually in 


July. 

“f believe that 75 per cent of the menibers 
of the 90 cluubs that belong to the national 
association will come to St. Louis. 

“The Western Rowing Club will enter- 
tain the visitors and they look forward to 
the regatta as one of the great events of 
the World’s Fair year.”’

LONDON, July 23.—Prof. Koch of Berlin 
will announce his discovery that bovine 
tuberculosis is not transmissible to the hu- 
man system. The famous bacteriologist m 
an interview authorized the statement that 
he has demonstrated that meat and milk 
tuberculosis infected cattle may be con- 
sumed with absolute impunity. 

Dr. Ailen F. Haight of Chicago, the offi- 
clal representative of the American Medi- 
cal Association said:

lutely incredible. I can only say that Dr. 
Koch is too profound a student and has too 
much reputation at stake to promulgate 
such a proposition unless convinced of its 
soundness beyond the shadow of a doubt.

HOW THE LOTTERY PLAN IS BE- 
ING WORKED IN OKLAHOMA. 


There Will Be Plenty of Opportunity 
to Draw Consolation Prizes by 
Renting Rich Lands From 
the Indians. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EL RENO, O. T., July 23.—If it was the 
intention of the government to avoid a rush 
into the Kiowa and Comanche Indian lands 
by adopting the lottery plan of opening it 
to white settlemen: that purpose has been 
defeated. 

After the people have been registered 
they at once jump into their conveyances 
and race for the land of promise. Each 
person is allowed to look over the reserva- 
tion and pick his land. ef he should have 
been lucky enough to get his name set op- 
posite a number in the registration booth 
then his selection of land at this time is 
all important, for the first man to an- 
nounce his selection on a certain claim gets 


that claim. 

For instance: Suppose a man from 8t. 
Louis went before the land office registra- 
tion booth and announced that he wished 
to draw for a claim. His name, residence, 
occupation and a brief personal description 


of him is taken, and he receives a ticket 
which allows him to enter the reservation 
and look over the land. He may then select 
a claim, and if, on July 29, his name is 
among those lucky ones who draw a prize, 
then his selection of land at this time has 
been more than opportune. 

The rush for free homes this time is not 
marked by the Gouperaceneys which char- 
acterized other openings in the Southwest, 
Everyone seems to have plenty of money 
and there is an abundance of gamblingZhind 
drunkenness. Dance halls are running all 
night long, poker gamblers are growing rich 
and everybody is drunk—that is, the drink- 
ing element. Many women in the crowds 
have a somewhat softening influence—that 
is, they keep down reweyiam more than do 
the potice, who seem powerless. 

fome of the farms which have been picked 
out by the runners are vaiuable. Lincoln 
Wilson, a merchant from Quincy, IIL, raced 
from Lawton on July li into the Comanche 
country and put his stake on a farm which 
is worth from $0000 to $10,000, all de ding, 
of course, on how large the town site near 
it shall get to be. The land is rich, 

The thousands of homeseekers who will 
be disappointed in not drawing a lucky 
number calling for 160 acres of land in the 
new country can console themselves with 
the fact that as good, and, in many in- 
stances, better lands will be open to them 
subject to rental conditions. In every town- 
ship subject to homstead entry are four 
sections of land reserved for the use and 
benefit of the public schools, colleges and 
public buildings of Oklahoma. Altogether 
there are about 136 townships, or 2176 farms 
of 160 acres each belonging to Oklahoma, 
Again, the Territory of Oklahoma secured 
about 116,000 acrés in indemnity lands, 
taken as Indian allotments, equivalent to 
725 farms of 160 acres each, Oklahoma, ac- 
cordingly, will have not lesS than 2900 farms 
for rent. To these farms can be added 
3300 Indian dllotments of 160 acres, em- 
bracing the cream of the soll, nearly all 
of them lying in the valleys of the streams, 
and which can be leased. The total number 
of farms for rent or lease will be 6700. 

The school lands can be leased for a 
period of three years, the lessee having 
the privilege of releasing upon the explr- 
ation of his first lease. hould he not 
desire to renew his lease he will receive 
yayment from the next lessee for all his 
fmprovments, such as wells, orchafds, 
houses, ete., at a fair price to be fixed by 
a board of appraisers. The lands are con- 
trolled by a school land commissioner. 
James J. Houston, whose office is at Guth- 
rie. and to whom applications must 
made for leases. 

Indian allotments can be leased for & 
period of three years. The lessee is re- 
quired to make certain improvements, 
such as digging a well, building a house, 
barn, fences, etc., and at the expiration of 
his lease all these improvements become 
the property of the Indian owner of the 
allotment. e lessee, however, may suc- 
ceed in renewing his lease, but if he fails 
he loses his improvements. In Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe counties rental of an Indian 
allotment of 160 acres has been from % 
to $0 a year for the first three years, 
after whieh all cultivated land has been 
leased at about $1 an acre and the un- 
broken land at twenty-two cents an acre. 
Applications for leases in the new country 
must be made to Maj. Randlett, United 
States Indian agent at Anadarko, O. T 


IMPORTANT CENSUS FACTS. 


Proportion of Males and Females and 
Whites and Blacks in Western 
States. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Interesting fig- 
ures are given on the population of certain 
states In a census bulletin, just issued by 


the bureau. 

In Indiana, Indian Territory, Iowa and 
Kansas there Is an excess of males over fe- 
males in 1900, the males constituting 51.1 
per cent of the total population of Indiana; 
51.18 per cent of that of Iowa; 62.3 per cent 
of that of Kansas, and 63.3 per cent of: that 
of Indian Territory. 

The foreign-born element in 1900 consti- 
tutes somewhat more than one-el hth of 
the total population of Iowa, while in Kan- 
gas it constitutes a little more than one- 
twelfth, and in Indiana about one-elgh- 
teenth. In Indian Territory the population 
of foretgn born is very small, this element 
constituting only 1.2 per cent of the total 
population of the territory in 1900. In the 
consideration of the native and foreign 
born elements of the population in 1900 it 
should be borne in mind that at the present 
census Indians and other persons on In- 
dian reservations are included fn the state- 
ment of population, which was not the 
case, however, at abot ye censuses. The 
inclusion of this element affects materially, 
in certain cases, the percentage of native 
and foreign born, and this is particularly 
true of Indian Rae hed 2 wnere the Indian 
population, which is almost wholly native 
born, constitutes a very considerable pro- 
portion of the total population. 

The white element in 1990 constitutes in 
Indiana 97.7 per cent, in fowa 99.4 per cent 
end in Kansas 96.3 per cent, of the total 
population, the small colored element ifn 
each of these states being composed almost 
wholly of persons of negro descent. In In- 
dian Territory, however, the whites con- 
stitute 77.2 per cent, and the colored 22.8 
per cent of the total population of the ter- 
ritory in 1900, the latter element being 
comprised in good part of Indians. 

The statistics are the first of the kind 
ever collected by the government, as they 
include Indians with the whites;
